and that the interest of their services had 
increased iu every respect. The aver'igo 
attsndanto through the year was fifty live.

It is not my object to justify the 
buying up of Government lands which 
one cannot make use of; and I am sure 
tliat this has not been dono to any 
tiling like tho extent which many have 
supposed— a supiiosition wiiicli tho As- 
seHsment Uollslor tlio past year prove 
to have bean erroneous. But if it were 
true that the lands owned by parties 
wlio do not use or reside on tliem 
wore really now luCQtiiii-i) to supply 
tlio wants of the country, it must in 
fairiiess bo conceded that the country, 
which for so many years past has had 
the benefit of the money paid for those 
lands, ought, first of air, abd before 
ref-orting to an arbitrary tax oy , other 
form of eoiiipulsion, to be prepared to 
I)uy liack tho land from any 
wlio may bo willing to sell it 
at its cost and tho cost of other 
outlays made, •with interest aided . On 
such terms, whioliare only r^nsonablo, 

1 vontiiro to say tlinfc veiy few woidd 
oven now, with our i)ettor pro.speets, 
daclino to get rid of what lias beon to 
tliou). a very Ijad bargain. 

From tho manner in wlxich tho sub- 
ject has been represen^d, heretofore 
by those who wisnod "to impose the 
ta.x, strangers must Jiave concliuled 
that tho greater part of tho country is 
"locked in tho hands of spoculatons," 
— that is, withheld from use, —while 
in point of fac^ if there is anv land thus 



LocKEP t;p tho quantity is very small 
indeed. All the lands iu tlie Province 
tla'i uro not now Crown Lands were 
obtained from tho Crown either liy 
purchase or iire-emption, &c., — by far 
the greater poition m tho latter waj'. 
If any lands thus acquired by pre- 
emption aro "Wild Land.s" and Icnpt 
in tliafc state, to tho detriment of the 
Province, the evil can easily and pio- 
[lorly bo remedied by,; enfprcipg. the 
terms of pre-emption without recbui*8e 
ho an invidious tax or other objection- 
able proceedinqf. As to such portions 
as aro still "unoccupied" of the lauds 
absolutely ruucnASEi) and paid for many 
years ago at the rate. of 20 shillings per 
acre, and which in reality are of corp- 
paratively small extent — these were se 
purchased unconditionally at that very 
nigh rate. But, ho far from their being 
locked up or witiiheld from uso, nearly all 
ill them aro perfectly open (that is, access- 
ible) , and wliorovor tUey exist tho sur- 
rounding sifttlm-s have, as they always have 
hud, the vhole and sole use them TBsr, 
whilo the .unfortunate owners kaoe had 
all along to pay the yearly taxes and sub- 
mit to tho loss of interest on their money 
thus invested. 

Except in very rare cases none could, 
nor can now so far as is known, be found 
willing to lease any of these lands on rea- 
sonable terms. This signihoant fact and 
the oth^r fact which also is patent to all, 
viz., °t hat on]y a Biuall fraction of tlie 
land held by resident settlers has yet 
been cultivated f(H' ff'od, clearly show 
iiow ihc^ land qne.ntiou .stands with us, or 
in other words, that tlie supply iiifiiiitoly 
exceeds tho deuiiiud, and accordingly that 
there is no occasio.i whatever (unless it 
111) to gratifv unreasoning pri'judiooj fur 
conipidlin;; hind owners now to expend 
more iiuniey in attenii.it iug to make a tlilV- 
ercnt use of their land fr<jiii that which is 
made of it. When they can see a way of 
extricatingthemselves by employing their 
land so as to avoid lo.ss, they will bo rea- 
dv enough to do it without being coerc- 
ed. 

In order to understand tho caso.i'.c. the 
posUion of those who many year.s ago 
purchased and paid for their land at a 
high price, and at wboan the blow has 
been specially aimed — take for oi.imple 
a tract of, say, 301) or UlU acres — and 1 am 
eoul'hiout that thero are not many tracts 
of ■'umiccupiod" land oven liaU" so exten- 
sive in this whole I.slaiid jierlaining to 
one owner ( ho w it may be lui tha Main- 
land I do not so well know) — iOO acres 
I'ost, at 208. per aero, £4U0 or say §2000. 
riiere are ton or twelve years since the 
Government ceased to sell land on that 
system, as they then adopted the jiro- 
eniption sy.itom, and gave t-c land for 
.'5 1 2"!, per acre, pavablc by iiir.taluieiits. 
L'onseipiently, during all that time these 
purchasers, being iiiuible to obtain rent 
for timir land, have not only lost tho in- 
terest on its purchase price and subse- 
ipjunt outlays, which inaivy of them could 
id all'oril, liut I hey have had to pay in 
common with all oilier laud owners a'jd 
settlors, whatever Government tajtes wore 
aasessed— tlie Road Tax alone being §5 GO 
per annum on l()d acres. 

Thns it will bo seen tliat for this annual 
loss and outlay, the owners of this high- 
priced land have had no return or eoii?>i- 
doration of any liiuil, whilo their laud is 
iind has been fully and freely oocu|)ied 
(presumably to tlie hauoilL of tho Pro- 
vince) liy the st.ieli of tlieir more ft)rtu- 
nate nei.L^hliours who obtained their own 
laud (IU e.'.sy |)re-iMiiption terms. 

In these eiri'.unist.uices it must surely 
on rell>;i'Uou appear to any eandi-l person 
to 1)0 iiu '//-/'<.' n/ji(iir,:i to sudiUe a special 
tax ou tho land of these unfortunato i)iir- 
eliasers who have so long b(>«jil> utnoblo to 
help themselves out of a dilTK'uUy from 
ivhieh tliey alone weje the sull'erers. Such 
a measure is nul rriii,;linl , hut on the eon- 
tr.u'v [jiMial and oppn^ssive in its nature, 
and ought to 1 le rupualeil . 

L'roni rc'.'eiit iuaiiit'e.itali..inH of disap- 
p aulmeut on the part of tho Government 
and certain other authors nf this unfair 
act— indicating that it is soon to be 
l)rou!^'lit under review. T im encouraged 
iluis lo write toyou, liojjing that yourself 
and other inlluential gentlemen in and 
out of ■'the Ibiuse" — seeing the matter in 
its true light — will urge the repeal of the 
Act and strenuously oppose its reonact- 
ment.

York! Such of tho iiassengers as had 
tender hearts, and had had the 
good fortune to lay in a good 
Drealifast or dinner at such times 
usually sought tho dock to stille tho 
< m jtions felt swelling up in their breast, 
"Tiiero isuothing like fresh air in arough 
sea and a rolling shii)," '*'dd our captain, iia 
some Olio suggested champagne as a 
panacea for sea-sioknoss. This was a 
prologue to many taapy, and trit^;. sto- 
ries ttboiit'sea-siokness and other matterB. 

Part of the day and night lieforo we 
roached the (iold iii (liUu wo wero shut in 
Ijy a ilonso fog; but wo arrived in Han 
Pranci-ioo on bunuay nt 4 p.m. At tho 
wharf we saw Mr. Adam^on, aud several 
other old Victorian', who Lokod as smil- 
ing andrbr9!i,^|ieu us hearty a welcome to 
tho Viotoriaus (is tJie poor old widow did 
pvor (be basket of ohips, Qettins what 



wo could of our baggage up to the 'Cos- 
mopolitan, wo brushed up a little aud 
went out into the city. What a change! 
Stores and saloons wero closed, pea-nut 
and fruit-standa iioii u.'il, and thero was a 
hcaiineas and dullness in the city I ne- 
ver experienced before, Tho morals of 
the city have certainly imiiroved within 
tho last ono or two yc'ars; liuihliug? with- 
out number, tluM.'o and four stories high, 
wero going uj) feark'.ss of earthipiakos. I 
saw several friends (m Monday, and hur- 
ried up business, so as lo be able to start 
on Tuesday with Jlr. Giaiuime and his 
friends, for a trip "Across thj Gotninetit." 

Taking u light breakfast af5 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, and buokling on our 
armour, consisting of a hnudrod and thir- 
ty dollar ticket, a sleeping car voucher 
for 3(5 more to Ogdon, a box of cnriositiaa 
from Alaska, a few greenbacks, and a 
lunch-baskot, wo started for tho ferry 
where we met Messrs. Grahame andOhar- 
les. 'Taking the cars at Oakland we were 
soon spinning our way along tho iron 
traok. -iWe passed many lovoly places, 
but the country lookoil dry, desolate and 
barren; in many places the earth was 
baked like a brick and full of cracks. At 
8 o'clock we stopped for breakfast, — all 
for a dollar, "not a cent morel" It was a 
good breakfast; but then you must punish 
your digosiives to put it down iu '16 min- 
utes. 

At Sacramento wo Imd twenty minutes 
more for dinner — hard-boiled eggs.chick- 
ory coffoe, (cold at that) cold ham, pick- 
les, pigs-feet aud miaeo-pios. 'At ^Vads- 
worth, 327 miles f:-oiu San Francisco, we 
took supper, a very good ono for the 
country, whicli loukuil miserablo enough. 
.•\.fter iiassing Odl'ax, miles from tho 
Hay, we encounteri.'il the lirst snow, tho 
atmosphere bei-'ame chilly and disagreea- 
ble, and the weather lookeil threatening 
for a soveie anow-atorm. Wo wero now 
fairly in tho mountains; bnt'being^ night 
we could see nothing, and at 10 o'clock 
undertook to slee]). Without ono is ]nd- 
(!il and ^vo^u out, sic'op is imjjOs>-il:le tho 
lii sl iii.nht (in the era.i, siiu!; and comf(.irt- 
aiih> as they may besituated. 'There is an 
interniiuablo roc'.<ing, rattling and whis- 
tling of the locomotive, and a constant 
fear of being pitched ovei into some can- 
yon. In tho morning we found it snow- 
ing hard, and it was very 00^4}'^ iWifltP^fc 
bn.'akfast at battle .Almmtaih. 

Tho scenery today was interesting, but 
tame compared with thatot British Col- 
umbia and the Nortlieru coast, I begin 
to think it would be a waste of time to go 
into dotail4,of thiuga seen, felt, and en- 
dured oh our overland trip. I was disap- 
pointed, — to my eyes tho seonery was 
not as grand, goi geoiia, or ovei-whelining 
IIS by reading i. was led to imagine. To 
appeunuice tije whole o(uintry bm-derlug 
the railroad line is nearly a barren w.aste. 
The morning of that day we passed ISlto. 
The mercmy iijxa lit be>QW zero, and at 
Ogdon I'ity 21° below zero. Wo took 
dinner nt Groon lliver, and, mid-day as 
it was, the cold was intense, (bmtlomeii 
having btiards, in pas-iiig from tho cars 
to the hot(d, would luid tiK'ir mustaches 
coated with froat and sticking out like 
iooioles. We saw no biilfalo ou the route, 
bat wo managed by tolographiug oh ahead 
to got an antelopo, which we nucnoodod 
in g(!tting her(! for a treat to our friends. 
At Ggdeu we eliaiiged ears, and took a 
ticket for asleeiiiu;^ lierth to Gniaha. 

In passing tluougli L'tah, a lady pass- 
enger wIk. had ri.'siilcil al .S^ilt Lake city, 
remarlied tiuit she could tell bow many 
wives a Moimou had by the number of 
doors in his house. Soon after wo pass- 
ed ono with four, one of which was being 
closed nj), whoreuiion .slio said that man 
had had lour wives, must bo getting old, 
and one Irad left. Nofie- of our frjonds 
felt like stopping at Salt Tjako City ,-a few 
passengers did, howevi'r, and among 
them this lady, Sheniian, in thu lloeky 
Mountains, is the highest altiliuiH on tho 
railroad, Ikmii;;- ovi>r H )UU feet above the 
level nt the M-a. I' loiu this uoint we com- 
menced our do >ceut. 

At Cheyenne, die day wo. gjajssed, the 
mercury was '2-1 ® below zero. 'I'he coun- 
try from this poiiii in Om.iha is inviting, 
being level, with a dark hum for a soil. 
We traveled iu a simw slorm, from liat 
tie Cre((|v t(j (.)iUidia,at times in their fury, ; 
tho winds wouhl seem ready to hlnw us j 
oir the track. Wo reached Omaha Satur- 
day afternoon, where we found about 10 
inches of snow. Hero we had to change 
ears, wliieli was done in half an hour. 
(.!ii);.siug tlie .\li is'iiui riviM- (ju the iron 
Ijiideo, wo arrived at C'oiUK.-il liblll's, 
wherowehad to get ourb.iggago ro-check- 
od. 'i'his was done while it was snowing 
and blowing fearfully, under the most 
trying delays and aunoyancas. "Wo were
